School board going solo on energy purchase

Chinook’s Edge School Di¬ 
vision (CESD) are looking at 
entering into a fixed rate energy 
contract after their current con¬ 
tract with Epcor comes to an 
end in the near future. 

CESD Superintendent Jim 
Gibbons says that the school 
division are taking this decision 
very seriously because energy 
costs eat up a large part of their 
operations budget, and ever 
since deregulation came into 
effect the board - like most large 
users - have struggled with the 
increase in costs. 

“It is one of our major strug¬ 
gles,” Gibbons said. “It eats up 
a large portion of our budget.” 

Over the past five years en¬ 
ergy costs for CESD have risen 
over $1 million, and according 


to Gibbons there hasn’t been 
much Provincial funding added 
to the pot to help cover those 
costs. 

When deregulation first 
came into effect a few years ago 
the school division signed on 
with a number of other school 
divisions, universities and col¬ 
leges. 

“When deregulation oc¬ 
curred we were in the position 
as a commercial consumer of 
having to choose and we went 
together with a number of 
school division and colleges and 
universities and did a purchase 
of the market that time, but this 
time we will be on our own,” 
Gibbons explained. 

When CESD and other 
schools and post secondary in¬ 
stitutions signed their last 
agreement they were singing 


into something called, ‘A fixed 
rate contract.’ 

By signing a ‘fixed rate con¬ 
tract,’ this means that the con¬ 
sumers - like CESD - were guar¬ 
anteed a certain rate for their 
energy for the term of their con¬ 
tract. 

Those consumers - like many 
residential customers - who did 
not sign into a contact pay for 
their energy on a, ‘flow throw 
market.’ 

The flow through market 
basically means that your en¬ 
ergy bill can change as often as 
the price of electricity does. 

According to Gibbons the 
board didn’t feel comfortable 
just going on a flow through 
market as this makes budget¬ 
ing very difficult. 

Gibbons says that the Board 
will probably be asked to pick 


the company they want to sign 
with in the fall, but the actual 
energy contract won’t begin 
until January, 2006. 

But, Gibbons says that by 
tendering now there could very 
well be perks and benefits in 
the future. 

“By tending now we can fix 
the price now, it’s almost like 
playing a futures market,” 
Gibbons added. 

In an effort to help reduce 
energy costs even more so, 
Gibbons says that the school 
board has been working with 
schools on a program called, 

‘Destination Conservation.’ 

“That’s a whole program of 
educating the users in the 
building - both the operators 
and the students and teachers 
- and reducing costs and we 
give some rebates to schools 


when costs are reduced too,” 
Gibbons said. “There is a lot of 
signage (involved with this 
program), like turning lights 
off when you leave the rooms, 
and things like this.” 

Gibbons says that of course 
when new buildings are con¬ 
structed by CESD or if a build¬ 
ing is modernized that the 
school division tries to make 
the buildings as economical as 
possible too, to try to reduce 
costs. 

“We have done some retro¬ 
fitting and also when we build 
a new school or modernize a 
school we do a green school,” 
he said. 

The school division will col¬ 
lect tenders over the summer 
and a decision should be made 
at some point this fall. Gibbons 
said.

Woman threatened to blow up building 


Woman threatened to 
blow up building 

A 52-year-old woman who 
made threats to blow up a gov¬ 
ernment building will be sen¬ 
tenced in September. 

Mae Preston was scheduled 
to be tried on a charge of utter¬ 
ing threats July 7 but decided 
to changed her plea from not 
guilty to guilty after speaking 
to duty counsel. 

The accused was living on the 
Assured Income for t he Severely 
Handicapped government as¬ 
sistance program when she be¬ 
came the subject of a fraud in¬ 
vestigation, court heard. 

After her benefits were can¬ 
celled, she started calling the 
MLA’s office to complain. 

The court heard Preston had 
been calling for more than a 
month when she got frustrated 
with the secretary and said if the 
MLA’s office couldn’t help her 
by 4 p.m. that day, she would 
blow up an A.I.S.H. office in the 
region. 

She called back some time 
later to confirm she would in¬ 
deed carry out her threat if her 
concerns weren't addressed. 

No explosives were found 
during a subsequent police 
search. 

Judge Frank Maloney told 
the accused the court viewed the 
matter very seriously, especially 
in this day and age with all the 
problems that have been happen¬ 
ing around the world. 

Preston will be sentenced on 
Sept. 29 after a pre-sentence re¬ 
port has been prepared. 

Man assaults boy over pen 
case 

A man who beat an 11-year- 
old boy outside a Bowden resi¬ 
dence last May will be sentenced 
in September. 

Bastian Oldenburger pled 
guilty in Didsbury provincial 
court on July 7 to one count of 
assault. 

Oldenburger confronted the 
victim on May 14 after he be¬ 
came convinced the boy had 
taken his pen case, court heard. 

The man told the boy to take 
down his pants and spanked him 
about six times. 

The boy was then told to 
leave his pants off and was 
dragged around the yard by 
Oldenburger. 

He then grabbed the boy by 
the neck and spanked him sev¬ 
eral more times. 

Oldenburgerthen grabbed a 
stick and threatened the boy 
with it. 

When police got to the scene, 
officers noted the boy's buttocks 
were red and bruised. Prosecu¬ 
tor Danny Elliott quoted 
Oldenburger as saying he did feel 
some remorse for his actions and 


how “maybe I did go a little over¬ 
board.” 

The accused will be sentenced 
Sept. 29. 

Speeder was drunk 

A 23-year-old man stopped for 
speeding in Olds has been con¬ 
victed of drunk driving. 

Chris Flessatti pleaded guilty 
on July 5 to a charge of driving 
with a blood alcohol level 
greater than 80 mg per cent. 

The accused was stopped at 
about 3:30 a.m. on May 30 after 
a patrolling RCMP officer no¬ 
ticed him driving 75 km in a 50 
km per hour zone, court heard. 

His blood alcohol was 150 mg 
per cent. 

Judge S. Hamilton fined the 
accused $867 and prohibited 
him from driving for one year. 

Man disobeyed court or¬ 
der 

A 38-year-old man who re¬ 
fused to abide by a court order 
not to contact an area woman 
has been fined. 

Chris Glysinski pleaded 
guilty on July 5 to a charge of 


breech of probation. 

The accused was scheduled 
to go to trial on the charge but 
changed his plea. 

The complainant in the case 
had an emergency protection or¬ 
der against the accused when he 
phoned her home and left a mes¬ 
sage on her answering machine, 
court heard. 

“You’re not doing yourself 
any favours by breaking this 
order," said Judge Hamilton. 

The judge fined the accused 
$690. 

Man had stolen sewing 
machine 

A 19-year-old man caught 
with an antique sewing ma¬ 
chine belonging to his landlord 
has been fined. 

Daniel Robert Larouche 
pleaded guilty on July 5 to a 
charge of possession of stolen 
property. 

The accused was charged on 
March 15 after his landlord 
made a routine visit to his Olds 
apartment and noticed the ma¬ 
chine, valued at about $250, 
court heard. 


The machine had been 
taken earlier from a locked 
garage on the property. 

The accused admitted know¬ 
ing the machine was stolen. 

Judge Hamilton fined the 
accused $287. 

In an unrelated charge, the 
accused pleaded guilty to ob¬ 
struction. 

In that case, the accused 
was stopped on the street early 
on the morning of June 19 
when a patrolling officer no¬ 
ticed he was carrying open liq¬ 
uor, court heard. 

When questioned by the of¬ 
ficer the accused gave three 
false names before revealing his 
true identity. 

Judge Hamilton fined 
Larouche $150 on the obstruc¬ 


tion charge. 

Man drank despite court or¬ 
der 

A 45-year-old man under a 
court order not to drink liquor has 
been fined for drinking anyway. 

Thomas Loughery pleaded 
guilty on July 5 to a charge of 
breaching a peace bond. The ac¬ 
cused was scheduled to be tried on 
the charge but changed his plea. 

The accused was charged after 
police went to a Sundre residence 
on Aug. 29, 2003 and found that 
accused under the influence of al¬ 
cohol, court heard. 

Loughery admitted having a 
couple beers earlier that day. 

“I consider it a flagrant viola¬ 
tion of a court order,” said Judge 
Hamilton, who fined the accused

Alberta is going to en¬ 
hance its influenza immuni¬ 
zation program, to include 
healthy children under two 
years old. 

Beginning with the 2004 
fall immunization campaign, 
all children between six 
months and 23 months, as 
well family members and 
caregivers of all children un¬ 
der 24 months will be offered 
free immunization against the 
flu. 

"Protecting the health of 
our youngest Albertans is im¬ 
portant," said Gary Mar, Min¬ 
ister of Health and Wellness. 
"Alberta already has the most 
progressive childhood immu¬ 
nization programs in the 
country and this expansion 
furthers our commitment to 
protecting children's health.” 

The National Advisory 
Committee on Immunizations 
has recommended the inclu¬ 
sion of healthy children aged 
six months to 23 months. 
This age group is at an in¬ 
creased risk for influenza-as¬ 
sociated hospitalization com¬ 
pared to healthy older chil¬ 
dren and young adults. 

An estimated 300,000 
Albertans, including 60,000 
infants and toddlers, their 
household contacts and 
caregivers, are eligible to re¬ 
ceive the vaccination. The 
program could potentially 
double the current influenza 
immunization program. In 
order to protect infants less 
than six months who are too 
young to be immunized 
against influenza, vaccine 
will also be offered to their 
household contacts and 
caregivers. Pregnant women 
in their third trimester will 
also be immunized if they are 
expected to deliver during flu 
season. 

"It has become increasingly 
clear that healthy children

younger than 24 months are 
at a higher risk of influenza- 
associated hospitalization 
compared to older children," 
said Dr. Karen Grimsrud, 
Deputy Provincial Health Of¬ 
ficer. "Hospitalization rates of 
young children are compara¬ 
ble to those in other groups 
identified as being high risk 
for influenza complications." 


Dr. Wendy Vaudry of the 
University of Alberta con¬ 
ducted a study of hospital vis¬ 
its in children less than 17 
years old at the Stollery Chil¬ 
dren's Hospital during the 
2003-04 flu season. The 
study found that 61 per cent 
of children admitted were 
under age two and most had 
no underlying medical condi¬ 


tions. 

"Based on our findings last 
year, I have recommended to 
Alberta Health and Wellness 
that children between six 
months and 23 months re¬ 
ceive influenza vaccine annu¬ 
ally to decrease the risk of 
serious illness and hospitali¬ 
zation," said Vaudry. "Family 
members and caregivers of all 


children under 24 months of 
age should also receive the 
vaccine. I am pleased that the 
government has decided to 
implement these recommenda¬ 
tions for next year’s influenza 
season.” 

The Alberta government 
will invest $2.5 million to 
fund the expansion of the in¬ 
fluenza immunization pro¬ 
gram. 


Influenza questions and answers 


What is influenza? 

Influenza is an infection 
in the airways caused by 
the influenza virus. It is 
commonly known as the 
flu. Symptoms include a 
sudden high fever, head¬ 
ache, loss of appetite, se¬ 
vere muscle aches and 
pain, extreme tiredness, 
chills, dry cough and 
sweating. 

Symptoms of influenza are 
different from those of a 
cold and specifically infect 
the nose, throat and 
lungs. Influenza lowers 
the body’s ability to fight 
off other infections, which 
can lead to pneumonia or 
bronchitis. It can worsen 


a current medical condition 
such as diabetes, lung dis¬ 
ease, heart disease, kidney 
disease or cancer. 

When should my child re¬ 
ceive the vaccine? 

The best time to get immu¬ 
nized is from October to De¬ 
cember. However, vaccina¬ 
tions will be provided 
anytime during influenza 
season, from October to 
March. 

Are young children at 
greater risk of develop¬ 
ing complications from 
influenza? 

Healthy children age six to 


23 months are at increased 
risk for influenza-associated 
hospitalization compared to 
healthy older children and 
young adults. 

While there have been no 
deaths due to influenza in 
Alberta children in the last 
two years, cases of Influenza 
A in young children in¬ 
creased this past flue sea¬ 
son: 

- Children under one year of 
age: 200 cases in 2003-04; 
23 cases in 2002-03 

- Children aged one to four 
years old: 256 cases in 2003- 
04; 39 cases in 2002-03 

Why was the decision 
made to immunize this 
age group? 


All immunization decisions 
in Alberta are made based 
on the latest advice from 
Alberta experts and the 
recommendations of 
Health Canada. 

The National Advisory 
Committee on Immuniza¬ 
tion provides Health 
Canada with ongoing and 
timely medical, scientific, 
and public-health advice 
relating to immunization. 

In a June 2004 statement 
on influenza vaccination 
for the 2004-05 season, 
they recommended the in¬ 
clusion of this age group 
among the suggested re¬ 
cipients of influenza vac- I

Highways 2/2A corridor 
design study 


Club Week 2004 


“Awesome, amazing, un¬ 
precedented and encourag¬ 
ing” were some of the 
words used to describe a 
June workshop attended 
by more than 60 Mayors, 
Reeves, Councillors and 
senior administrators 
from 15 central Alberta 
municipalities. The group 
was gathered to determine 
the level of support for ap¬ 
plying common design 
standards to new commer¬ 
cial and industrial devel¬ 
opments located adjacent 
Highways 2 and 2A. The 
standards are intended to 
promote good quality, at¬ 
tractive development along 
the highway, and discour¬ 
age unsightly uses. 

The 15 municipalities 
include Wetaskiwin, 
Ponoka, Lacombe and Red 
Deer Counties, the Munici¬ 
pal district of Mountain 
View, the cities of Red Deer 
and Wetaskiwin, and the 
Towns of Millet, Ponoka, 
Lacombe, Blackfalds, 
Penhold, Innisfail, 

Bowden, and Olds. 

Led by the Reeves of 
Lacombe and Red Deer 
Counties, and the Mayor 
of the City of Red Deer, the 
group has hired Lovatt 
Planning Consultants Inc. 


to work with municipal 
politicians and administra¬ 
tors. The consulting firm is 
working on preparing a 
common set of aesthetically 
based design standards to be 
applied to all new commer¬ 
cial and industrial develop¬ 
ments adjacent to Highways 
2 and 2A within the 15 mu¬ 
nicipalities. 

Ray Prins, Reeve of 
Lacombe County, opened 
the workshop saying that he 
was encouraged by the level 
of commitment demon¬ 
strated by the number of 
municipalities represented 
at the workshop. 

Gail Surkan, Mayor of 
the City of Red Deer, stated 
that the opportunity to set 
consistent design standards 
adjacent the corridor will 
vanish shortly, and that now 
is the time to act. 

In his closing remarks, 
Red Deer County’s Reeve 
Earl Kinsella noted that the 
common vision shared by the 
15 municipalities on what 
new uses along the corridor 
should look like is encour¬ 
aging, since support clearly 
exists to make the vision a 
reality. 

Workshop participants 
recognized the importance of 
maintaining a visually ap¬ 


pealing landscape adja¬ 
cent the highway. They 
also understood that by 
“levelling the playing 
field” with a common 
standard, all municipali¬ 
ties stand to benefit from 
presenting an attractive 
image of the corridor 
through Centra) Alberta. 

A major portion of the 
afternoon meeting was 
devoted to creating a 
practical vision of what 
design elements should 
be regulated, and “What 
factors are critical to cre¬ 
ating a positive visual 
impression from High¬ 
way 2 (or Highway 2A)”. 

The results of the vi¬ 
sion building workshop 
will guide the project con¬ 
sultants in the develop¬ 
ment of a common design 
standard for the Corri¬ 
dor. The proposed stand¬ 
ard will be presented to 
the public at two open 
houses scheduled for late 
September.

Ralph and I are just back from a trip to Boston. We had a 
wonderful time and John and Robert were excellent hosts who 
spoiled us rotten. We did need our passports and we were asked 
for them several times so I'm glad my second application was 
successful. The first one was rejected because the picture was 
"too dark." The second may have been one shade lighter and 
should have been rejected on the grounds that, "subject looks 
like an axe murderer," but I guess that is not one of the catego¬ 
ries they use to disallow. 

We flew American Airlines, cleared Customs in Calgary and 
changed planes in Chicago. Food consisted of power bars, pret¬ 
zels and beverages. We were a little ahead of schedule all the 
way and had ample time to make our connections in Chicago. 
The Chicago Airport is one of the busiest in the world but 
seemed well organized and quite calm. Boston on the other 
hand was a Zoo with hundreds of people forming poorly defined 
lines and being yelled at by roaming commissioners who sorted 
and resorted people according to departure times, whether or 
not your ticket was computer generated and if you were inter¬ 
national or domestic. This was confusing enough for us, I can't 
imagine how people manage who are not fluent in English. Bos¬ 
ton airport has been under construction for several years, maybe 
when it is finished it will be less difficult. 

Boston traffic is totally amazing. People go from lane to lane 
without signaling and posted speed limits seem to be only a sug¬ 
gestion. A speeding car will pull into a break in traffic that looks 
too small for a tricycle and the sound of honking horns is com¬ 
monplace. We didn't see any accidents, so they must know what 
they are doing. 

Boston has some of America's finest seafood restaurants and 
we ate in several of them. At Legal Seafood Ralph and I shared 
a 3 Vi pound lobster and I shared John's appetizer of raw oys¬ 
ters. At other lovely places we had New England Clam Chow¬ 
der, Italian Clam Stew, scallops, shrimp and halibut. One evening 
we had barbecued fresh salmon at home, one evening we went 
to dinner at John's church. It was a fundraiser evening where 
John sang and I read. It was heartwarming and fun and I sold 
several books. 

The trees in and around Boston are so wonderful that I never 
cease to be enthralled by them. Huge smooth trunks rise straight 
up for what seems like miles. We spent an afternoon at Mount 
Auburn Cemetery and while the statuary, memorials, monu¬ 
ments, vaults and tombs are spectacular it was the trees that 
got most of our attention. I think every kind of tree that grows 
in New England grows in Mount Auburn. Great mounds of scar¬ 
let foliage contrast with feathery pale green larches, dark pines 
and burgundy leafed monsters that block the sky, oaks with 
trunks big as a rain barrel, maples grow like weeds, crabapples 
in every shade, weeping birch fifteen feet across, chestnuts, li¬ 
lacs and rhododendrons all in bloom. We also drove to Rockport 
and along the North Shore where we saw more wonderful trees, 
spectacular gardens, amazing roses and homes that sell for eight 
to ten million dollars. 

We did two museums, The Museum of Fine Arts and the 
Science Museum where we also watched the latest pictures from 
"Mission to Saturn." One evening we went to a Boston Pops Con¬ 
cert with Keith Lockhart as conductor, one evening we went to 
American Repertory Theatre in Harvard Square to watch a 
Moliere play, The Miser. I loved it, Ralph was not quite so sure. 
On our last full day we went on a Whale Watch and although we 
did not see any whales we had a lovely day on the water, became 
damp with salt spray and reveled in the smell of sea air. 

If you don't see any whales you get a ticket good for another 
trip. We wont be back in Boston in time to use those free tickets 
but I hope we can go again in a couple of years.

There’s no stopping 

Dayna Moreau. Since

Moreau says her love of 
hockey was actually sparked 
by the challenge that girls 
can’t or should not play. 
“That was all I needed to 
hear. After that, I just knew 
that I wanted to be out there 
on the ice to prove them all 
wrong.” 

As the years past, 
Moreau’s drive for success 
translated well into her 
schoolwork culminating with 
a symbolic speech at 


graduation. “My message was 
all about an analogy of a 
hockey game and how life can 
sometimes imitate some of 
the challenges you can face.” 

The message was, in some 
ways, autobiographical, as 
her enthusiasm for the sport 
has served her well, even 
when the odds have been 
against her. 

“I was the only one not 
scouted to go to the selections 
camps (for the Red Deer 
Queens) because I was from a 
small town and scouts don’t 
typically visit the smaller 
leagues.” 


That didn't stop Moreau. 
She took it upon herself to 
attend the tryouts on her 
own. 

“Tryouts were in the 
middle of April and it was 
pretty technical - radar, 
videotaping, the whole bit...” 

Throughout the summer 
Moreau will be busy adhering 
to her intense training 
program (requirement of the 
team) and preparing herself 
for her studies ahead as she 
works towards a Bachelors 
Degree in Education. “I’m 
having fun. This is what I 
really want to do.”

We compete almost 
every weekend, but members 
aren’t forced to compete if they 
don’t want to. We leave the 
choice up to them.” 

Practices for the Club are 
held four days a week. 
Swimmers, Johnson explains, 
can join in at any time of the 
season.

exhibition entries at the meets.

There are schools in Canada 
that plan this trip on a regu¬ 
lar basis, every two or three 
years, so that each student in 
their music program has a 
chance to share in this expe¬ 
rience. 

All travel arrangements are 
made through an in-house 
travel department. These ar¬ 
rangements may include 
tours to a rainforest and/or 
through rural, agricultural 
areas.

300 Sweet Caporals or 300 Winchester or 
300 Canadian Corps Cigarettes or 1 pound of tobacco 
could be sent for SI.00 each. Cigarettes were sent to 
different fellows each month and each month reply's would 
come back to Didsbury. A scrap book was made up of these 
replies and can be read in the Military Room at the 
Didsbury Museum.

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QUESTION: My children are still in elementary 
school, but I want to avoid adolescent rebellion in the 
future if I can. What can you tell me to help me get 
ready for this scary time? 

DR. DOBSON: 1 can understand why you look 
toward the adolescent years with some apprehension. 
This is a tough time to raise kids. Many youngsters 
sail right through that period with no unusual stresses 
and problems, but others get caught in a pattern of 
rebellion that disrupts families and scares their moms 
and dads to death. I’ve spent several decades trying to 
understand that phenomenon and how to prevent it. 
The encouraging thing is that most rebellious teens 
usually grow up to be responsible and stable adults 
who can’t remember why they were so angry in earlier 
days. I once devoted a radio program to a panel of “for¬ 
merly rebellious teens” that included three successful 
ministers, the Rev. Raul Ries, pastor Mike Macintosh, 
and the Rev. Franklin Graham, son of Dr. Billy and 
Ruth Graham. Each of them had been difficult adoles¬ 
cents who gave their parents fits. With the exception 
of Raul, who had been abused at home, the other two 
couldn’t recall what motivated their misbehavior, or 
why they didn’t just go along and get along. That is 
often the way with adolescence. It’s like a tornado that 
drops unexpectedly out of a dark sky, tyrannizes a fam¬ 
ily, shakes up the community and then blows on by. 
Then the sun comes out and spreads its warmth again. 
Even though the teen years can be challenging, they’re 
also filled with excitement and growth. Rather than 
fearing that experience, therefore, I think you ought 
to anticipate it as a dynamic time when your kids tran¬ 
sition from childhood to full-fledged adulthood. 

* * * * * * 

QUESTION: How can I help my child develop 
wholesome, respectful attitudes toward people of other 
racial and ethnic groups? 

DR. DOBSON: There is no substitute for parental 
modeling of the attitudes we wish to teach. Someone 
wrote, “The footsteps a child follows are most likely to 
be the ones his parents thought they covered up.” It is 
true. Our children are watching us carefully, and they 
instinctively imitate our behavior. Therefore, we can 
hardly expect them to be kind to the entire human 
family if we are prejudiced and rejecting. Likewise, we 
will be unable to teach appreciativeness if we never 
say “please” or “thank you” at home or abroad. We 
will not produce honest children if we teach them to lie 
to the bill collector on the phone by saying, “Dad’s not 
home.” In these matters, our boys and girls instantly 
discern the gap between what we say and what we do. 
And of the two choices, they usually identify with our 
behavior and ignore our empty proclamations. If you 
never speak derogatorily about racial minorities, and 
if you absolutely will not tolerate racially based jokes 
and slurs, your children will not fail to notice. It’s the 
best place to begin your teaching process. 

* * * * * * 

QUESTION: How do I get started in discussing 
sex with my children? Is there a natural way to get 
into the topic? 

DR. DOBSON: Fortunately, most children will ask 
for information when they need it. You should be ready 
to grab those opportunities at the drop of a hat. Some¬ 
times very little warning is given. Our daughter asked 
for very specific details when she was only 7 years old, 
catching her mother off guard. My wife stalled for an 
hour during which she alerted me. Then the three of 
us sat on the bed drinking hot chocolate and talking 
about matters we hadn’t expected to discuss for sev¬ 
eral years. You never know when such a moment will 
arrive and need to think them through in advance. 
Although those spontaneous conversations are easi¬ 
est, some children never ask the right questions. Some 
boys and girls have “inquiring minds that want to 
know,” while others never give the subject of sex a 
second thought. If your child is one of those who seems 
uninterested, you're still on the hook. The task must 
get done. Someone else will do the job if you won’t — 
someone who may not share your values.
